SAN DOMINGO.

Npeech by Hon. Willlam D. Kelley—~The Ad-
yantuges of the Acquisition of Man Dominge
by the United =intes

In the course of his speech on the San
Domingo guestion in the Hounse of Represen-
tatives yesterday, Judge Kelley said: —

The people of the United States have
waded through a sea of blood and ineumbered
themselves and their posterity with moun-
tains of debt to abolish human slavery and
make oar institutions througheut our broad
liwits homogeneous and harmonious with the
fundamental principles that underlie them.
And yot, sir, we are to-day the support and
buttress of slavery wherever it exiats upon
tbe continent or islands of America, as wo
must continue to be until we shall sequirs
tropical territory, on which to grow coffes
and sugar, and tobecco equal to that of Caba.
By the acquisition of San Domingo, and by
no other le means, we can overthrow
both slavery and Spanish supremacy in Cuba,
for we consume fully seventy per cent. of her
exports, every pound of which might be pro.
duced by free labor in San Domingo,

Few gentlemwen bave probably considered
the question in this connection, and I beg
leave to invite attention to afew faots illus-
trative of its importance. Bat before doing
so, permit me to suggest that San Domingo
produces large-grained white coffee equal to
that of Java, and vastly superior to the green
coffee of Brazil, angars, molasses, and melada
equal in quality to those of Cuba, and tobacco
which cowpares favorably with the best
smokiog tobaeco from the finest fields of that
island; and that, were the production of
these articles stimulated by the sense of secu-
rity that would be imparted by our acquisi-
tion of her territory and by the admission of
ber productions to our ports free of duty, it
wunl‘d cause the transfer of the American and

other foreign capital now employed in Caba
to Sen Domingo, and thersby people the
lstter and inerease her productions and de-
ive Cuba of the power to support the
panish army, which now holds her in sub.
{;oliun, or to make the contnbutions towards
e support of the SBpanish 1nonarchy,
which now regards her as its most profitable
appendages. "l
Quba owes its commercial importance to
the fact that Ban Domingo has been dis-
tracted and desolated by war and oppression
from the year of its discovery to the present
date. Hispaniols, as San Domingo was first
ealled, was onoe the most fertile, most highly
cultivated, and most productive of all the
West India islands; but she has relapsed into
